Mo t her of 4 Pet Dog Leads 
Tried3Times Husband to 
To K ill Self Wife's Body 


M rs Edw ard Joseph B ortner, 27- 
year-old m other of 
four 
children 
ranging in age from six m onths to 
six years, shot herself through the 
stom ach with a 12-gauge single b a r­ 
rel shotgun Sunday afternoon and 
died an hour aud a half later in 
the H anover general hospital. 
T he shooting took place on the 
te n an t farm of Dr. C, A Spangler, 
one m ile front Littlestow n on the 
G ettysburg - Littlestow n 
highw ay 
shortly a fte r one o'clock Sunday a ft­ 
ernoon. 
D eath 
followed 
at 
2:45 
o’clock a fte r she had been removed 
to the hospital in th e H anover am ­ 
bulance 
Before dying the young 
m other 
gave 
a 
statem ent 
exon­ 
erating everyone and assum ing the 
entire responsibility for her deed 
T hought She W as “In the Way" 
Several notes were left by the 
young wom an in which she said she 
was tak in g her 
life because she 
"th o u g h t she was in 
the 
way of 
everybody.” 
C hief of Police H S Roberts, L it­ 
tlestow n, 
who 
investigated, 
said 
th at th e wom an's husband and a 
niece, Pauline Dish, 16, who resided 
with th e B onners, told him th a t the 
suicide 
victim 
had 
attem pted 
to 


Using a pistol w ith which she had 
th reaten ed her husband’s life a few 
hours earlier, Mrs. S arah M ichael, 
33, wife of Robert M ichael, a Liberty 
tow nship farm er, shot herself fatally 
In the cellar of their home, a mile 
and a lialf west of Zora on th e 
W aynesboro highway shortly before 
noon Sunday. 
T he victim ’s pet P om eranian dog 
scratch in g a t the cellar door led to 
th e discovery of the body early in 
th e afternoon by her husband. 
Dr. 
Ira H enderson, Fairfield, was .sum­ 
m oned but the woman was dead 
w hen he arrived 
D octor H enderson called Dr E dgar 
A M iller, G ettysburg, Adam s county 
coroner, who called Private Joseph 
F Bushey, of th e G ettysburg detail 
of the state m otor police, into th e 
case 
T he case has been listed as a 
suicide by the coroner an d Officer 
Bushey who ended his probe late 
S unday night. 
Q uarreled W ith H usband 
M ichael told the investigators th a t 
his 
wife had th reaten ed his life 
afte r a quarrel S aturday n ig h t and 
said he had slept in the barn th a t 
n ig h t fearing to en ter the hom e.

Tile tick does not be­ 
gin to feed until attached to th e 
skin.

“harder than a diamond, yet softer 
than a flower," were mobilized today 
to help the police shut off Bombay’s 
drinks at midnight. 
In anticipation of disorders over 
an edict drying up the city and sub­ 
urbs, the government issued orders 
forbidding the carrying of razors, 
firearms and stones during the first 
week of prohibition. 
Rioting was especially f e a r e d 
a m o n g Bombay’s toddy-drinking 
mill-hands. Toddy is a liquor made 
from the sap of the palm tree 
Besides the "prohibition guard" an 
extra 1.100 police were enrolled and 
300 volunteer organizations and 200 
physical culture institutions offered 
their services toward making the ex­ 
periment, a succe.'i 
Tile government decree advanced 
a step further the campaign of Mo­ 
handas Gandhi, Indian nationalist 
leader, for national prohibition with­ 
in three years.

“We offer no apology for asking 
you to think about A m erica. T here 
is no Inconsistency betw een a .sound 
aggressive C hristian nationalism an d 
a sound aggressive C h ristian in te r­ 
nationalism 
Each is dependent on 
the other. 
Dr. Jo h n McDowell in 
an article by th e sam e title ‘A m eri­ 
c a ’s G reatest Need,’ urges us to do 
some 
deep-rooted 
th in k in g 
about 
Am erica. We can eith er th in k about 
A m erica as a hopeless pessim ist who 
insists th a t everything is bad an d 
growing worse. 
Or we can th in k 
about A m erica as a blind optim ist 
who thinks everything in A m erica 
is good and growing b etter. 
T here 
is a th ird way of looking a t A m erica, 
th e way of th e C h ristian idealist. 
He is the m an who recoznizes th a t 
there are som e things wrong in 
A m erica—som e forces w hich are d e ­ 
nying our ideals and defying our in ­ 
stitutions. but notw ithstanding these 
m alignant an d disintegrating forces, 
he still has faith th a t will u ltim a te ­ 
ly m ake th e crooked way stra ig h t 
and the w rong right. 
A m erica’s Hope 
"’The view of the C h ristian idealist 
does not rest on any sudden flash of 
em otionalism , or any bit of passing 
patriotism . 
It rests on a convlotion 
th a t there is no hope for A m erica or 
any of its in stitu tio n s a p a rt from 
th e K ingdom of God 
By th e K in g ­ 
dom of God, we m ean th e reign of 
God in th e h earts of m en and th e 
life of the n ation 
D octor McDowell 
says th a t it is quite evident th a t no 
new political system , no new social 
system , no new econom ic system , 
or educational system or ecclesias­ 
tical system can save A m erica a p a rt 
from the K ingdom of God.

ship of faith and ch aracter, an d a 
leadership of reigion. 
C arlyle once 
said th a t th e religion of a m an is 
th e chief fact concerning him . 
In 
like m an n er we m ay say th a t the 
religion of a nation is th e chief fact 
concerning it. 
T he religion of a 
church Is th e chief fact concerning 
it 
T he religion of a society is the 
chief fact concerning it. 
Religion 
furnishes th e essential ideals an d 
ideas. 
We m ust not forget th a t 
society, 
in stitu tio n s 
an d 
govern­ 
m ents are m ade up of individuals, 
an d unless God lives and loiles in 
th e h earts of m en an d women, ideals 
an d ideas are likely to be selfish. 
W here We Find L eadership 
"A fter all Is said and done, w hen 
we are looking for leadership, we 
have ju st one person in whom we 
can And all these qualities of le ad ­ 
ership. 
And th a t person is Jesus 
C h rist 
T he g reatest need, n o t only 
of A m erica but of the world is to 
fiiid our leadership in C hrist. 
T he 
kingdom of God will not com e un til 
th e suprem e loyalty au d the reig n ­ 
ing power come from the lite of 
C hrist, th e son of th e living God. 
W hen th e kingdom of God reigns 
in the h ea rts of m en au d women.
